It ig expected the 6th corps will remain 
at Danville some time, “Sheridan, with cavalry, 
got.as far as near Stanton and Flate rivers, but 
was ordered to return after surrender of Gen. 
Johnston took place.

Dean Sin, — Having arrived thus far onl My Way, and 
having an opportunity I send a few items |which may 
not prove altogether uninteresting to your readers. 

The travel this sedson has not been very large as yet. 
It is estimated that about 500 persons haye passed up, 
but they all appear to bein excellent spirits. A jour- 
ney from Yale to Williams Creek has become almost a& 
pleasure trip, and one whovhad made the journey in 
early times could hardly realize that it is the same coun~- 
try. The'long line of fences, enclosing ‘broad fields 
under cultivation, and the undulating hills just turning 
green, dotted with cattle, giving itthe appearance of 
civilizatidn and settlement. The settlers generally 
throughout the country are making gréet efforts to cul- 
tivate as much as possible, and althougli\a few of them 
grumble occasionally about taxes, Government officials, 
&c., yet they express great confidence in the present 
Government. Oné never hears our Goyermor spoken of 
save in terms of respect. 

The weather, generally speaking, is very fine, altho’ 
varied by az: occasional flurry of snow, and tempered 
by frosts at night. The road is in first-rate condition 
except the portion lying between the Junction ‘and the 
100-mile post ; but in defiance of all obstacles, Mr. Bar- 
nard is sending travellers through with a§ much speed, 
and a great deal more comfort than oné would have ex- 
pected, considering the the difficulties) with which he 
has to contend. There is a plentifal supply of hay up 
in this part of the country for sale at $60 a ton. It 
would astonish a stranger to see the stylish houses that 
have been erected on the line of travel for the accom- 
modation of the public. Someof them,such us Wright's 
at the 70-mile post and Watson’s at the Junction, would 
be creditable hotels in any country, while others who 
have, perhaps, not gone to such a lavish expense in the 
construction of their buildings, make! up for any little 
defect in that way by their kind attention to the wants 
and conifort of their guests. In this J am sure I willbe 
borne out by all who have had occasion to put up at 
Mr. Kaye's, 7 miles below Clinton, and witnessed the 
air of home comfort which he and higamiable lady suc- 
ceed in throwing around everything about their estab- 
lishment, ot by those who have been fortunate enough 
to reach “Lochlomond”: towards nightfall and enjoy 
the good cheer of the “Old Sergeant,!’ who by his hear- 
ty and jovial manner, and unremitting attention to the 
comfort of those who favor him witha call, bas -made 
his house a favorite resting place for the weary travel- 
ler. Ptovisions, such as-flour, butter, &e., are not in 
very plentiful supply ; but there is 4 great nbundance 
of grouse, prairie chickens, ducks,/ geese, hares, &¢.,’ 
this season. These can be bought from the Indians at 
very reasonable prices—grous¢ 25c..each, ducks 50¢,, 
hares 75c. Isaw some beef at Blair's—111-mile post— 
from Anderson’s Ranche, which was, without any ex- 
ception, the finest I have ever seen in this country. 

Mr. Eddy is going pretty extensively into grain grow- 
ing. He has not closed bis house, 4s was reported. but 
is building an addition to it which willbe completed in 
the course of a few weeks, when I_am sure his place will 
soon become a favorite with those who ¢an enjoy a good 
meal or a day’s shooting or fishing, game and trout be- 
ing abpndant in this quarter. 

Large numbers of Chinamen are en route to Cariboo. 
Their camp fires and tents are to be seen in every diree- 
tion.
